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HEN one speaks of making 

a model of Cutty Sark the 
usual response is: “Why? Are 
there not enough models of her 
around already ?’ That there .are 
enough, even more than enough, 
is in a sense quite true. But how 
many of them are really models 
of the ship ? 

For years any model of a clipper, 
especially a commercial model, 
simply had to be named Cutty 
Sark. Her equally beautiful con- 
temporaries — Thermopylae, Sir 
Lancelot, Salamis, Titania, Caliph, 
and the others were apparently for- 
gotten. Probably the reason was 
that for the past 47 years Cutty 
Sark has been in British waters 
and under British ownership,

whereas all her famous contempo- 
raries have faded away. But even 
this would not have ensured her 
fame had she not been one of the 
very finest of her class. 

The full-rigged ship is usually 
considered the most beautiful of 
all types of ships. The three-decker 
suggests power and dignity, but is 
complicated and fussy as a model. 
The modern steamship is also com- 
plicated and mechanical, and in 
model form seems out of place on 
a sideboard or in a house whereas 
the clipper ship, with its smooth 
flowing lines in both hull and 
spars, suggests beauty and _ light- 
ness, and is an adornment in any 
surroundings. 

Cutty Sark represents the clipper 








ship at the finest stage in its de- 
velopment, and with her records 
and her long and romantic career 
is worthy of preservation in model 
form. And since she has been re- 
stored to her original conditions 
and is now available for all to see, 
one can check up on one’s model 
and thus ensure that it is a correct 
representation of the ship herself. 

After a long and successful career 
under the British flag Cutty Sark 
was sold foreign in 1895, and after 
years of drudgery and neglect was 
bought in 1922 by Captain Dow- 
man, rerigged and_ restored to 
something of her former glory, 
and lay for years in Falmouth 
harbour as a training ship. 

In 1938, after the death of Cap- 
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tain Dowman, she was graciously 
presented by his widow to the 
Worcester Training College at 
Greenhithe. And today she is at 
rest in a dry berth at Greenwich.

The portholes on each side were 
cut when she was taken over by 
the Worcester Establishment, and 
have been retained to give light 
and air to the ‘tween deck, which 
is being used for the training of 
young Merchant Navy cadets, and 
for evening classes in nautical sub- 
jects. The only alternative would 
have been an unsightly and expen- 
sive air-conditioning plant. 

Large companionways have been 
built in the positions once occu- 
pied by the fore and after hatches. 
These were necessary to facilitate 
the movement of the large crowds 
visiting the ship. They are not very 
noticeable from the dock side, but 
nevertheless should not be included 
in the model. 

The lower deck was, of course, 
not there when the ship was sail-

ing. It does, however, afford the 
visitor the opportunity of study- 
ing the graceful lines of the hull, 
which are emphasised by the 
curves of the frames and the un- 
interrupted views along the in- 
terior, apart altogether from its 
main purpose of providing accom- 
modation for the interesting collec- 
tion of ships’ figureheads and other 
nautical relics presented to the 
ship by Long John Silver. In the 
model drawings these new features 
are ignored; the ship will be re- 
presented as she was when first 
she went to sea. 

Of the many thousands of people 
who have visited Cutty Sark since 
she was restored and opened to the 
public quite a surprising propor- 
tion have expressed the wish to 
make a model of her. These are 
not by any means the ship-model- 
ling visitors, but just ordinary 
members of the public, many of 
them without technical knowledge 
of ships and with no special facility 
in the handling of tools. They 
have, however, the Briton’s instinc- 
tive love of the sea, and the urge 
to have in their homes some re- 
minder of Britain’s maritime his- 
tory and power. 

The drawings represent a rea- 
sonably simple model, well within 
the capacity of the average man — 
or the average woman for that 
matter — and one requiring no 
special tools. But in no instance 
has accuracy been sacrificed for 
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simplicity. Having the ship herself 
as a guide there is now no excuse 
for inaccuracies or anachronisms. 
Neither is there any reason for 
trying to improve on the ship. She 
is as beautiful and as perfect as 
man can make her, and one will 
achieve the best result by copying 
her faithfully. 

The question of scale 

A model for the average house- 
hold should be reasonably small, 
in keeping with the size of the 
modern house. The true miniature 
model calls for a special skill and 
technique which is not possessed 
by the average man; but the some- 
what larger model adapts _ itself 
much more readily to the skill of 
the builder. 

If the builder has the natural 
ability to do small finicky work he 
can add detail to his model, but if 
not he can keep to the broad 
general lines, and if these are 
accurately proportioned and if he 
uses taste and discrimination in 
what he eliminates or simplifies, 
he will still produce an effective 
model 

On the other hand, a large model 
must include a wealth of detail or 
it will look bare and skimpy, and 
some of this detail can be very 
finicky indeed. 

The author found the scale of 
1/16 in. to 1 ft. very convenient 
for a model of a sailing ship. It is 
a happy medium between the large 
and the small model. A model of 
Cutty Sark to this scale would 
have the following measurements : 
Length of hull overall ... 143 in. 
Length of rigged model over- 

all... ore “ae ... 18in. 
Width over main yard, ex- 

cluding stuns’l booms ... 5 in. 
Height from keel to truck 103 in. 

Even when housed in a glass 
case the overall dimensions of the 
case need not be more than about 
22 in. long, 8 in. wide x 14 in. 
high, which is not inconvenient 
for the average house.

On the other hand, as reduced 
to fit these page sizes at 1/480th 
scale the Cutty Sark makes a fine 
miniature subject. One has the 
choice of obtaining the full size 
model plan (7/6d.) or to use these 
drawings. 

If it should be decided to show 
sails on such a model they should 
be allowed to hang limp and not 
show any trace of curvature or 
other sign of wind pressure. 

Some people argue, reasonably 
enough, that a model is incomplete 
without sails, that it is like a bird 
without wings. But that is not a 
fair analogy: ships do actually 
shed their sails when in port if 
they intend to stay any length of 
time. Most people can see beauty 
in a tree without leaves, and simi- 
larly, the graceful lines of the yards 
of a ship when they are nicely 
trimmed and the delicate tracery 
of the rigging when seen against 
the sky are very beautiful in 
themselves. 

It is suggested that you make a 
model with the whole of the hull 
showing mounted on a stand, and 
with the masts and yards and as 
much of the rigging as you can 
show at the scale selected. The pic- 
tures show models of Cutty Sark 
made in this fashion. 

With the amount of rigging 
shown the model was very pleas- 
ing to the eye, and even though it 
may be the reader's first attempt 
at modelling a sailing ship, he can 
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carry out his rigging to this degree 
without any difficulty 





A case for the model 

Many collectors and owners of 
ship models prefer to see their 
models without a case. A big histo- 
rical model in a period room or 
setting certainly looks well with- 
out a case, but sooner or later it 
will deteriorate because of dust, 
and this will be more pronounced 
if the model sails. 

Spars and rigging may be dusted, 
but sails cannot be kept clean. An 
excellent reason for encasing the 
model could be quoted in respect 
of a particularly fine model of a 
Stuart Period ship. It was un- 
rigged and in a glass case, The 
owner had reason to believe it had 
never been out of its case since it 
was built nearly 300 years ago. 

It was in wonderful condition, 
the paintwork and gilding being as 
fresh as it was when the model 
was made. This was the perfect 
vindication of the argument for 
having a ship model encased. It is, 
therefore, strongly recommended 
that the builder put his model 
in a case whether sails are fitted 
or not 

So much has been written about 
Cutty Sark both the ship and 
her career that there is little 
need to enlarge, but it may in- 
terest the modeller to have her 
leading dimensions. 

Her registered length is 212.5 ft., 
breadth 36 ft. and depth 21 ft. 
Her registered net tonnage is 921. 
She was built at Dumbarton in 
1869 by Scott and Linton Ltd. and 
completed by W. Denny and 
Brothers, also of Dumbarton 

She has a quarterdeck 40 ft. 
long and a fo’e’sle ft. long. By 
present-day standards she is quite 
small, even for a sailing ship. But 
despite her small size she had 
speed, and very few ships have 
been able to match her records. 

Probably the explanation lies, to 
some extent at least, in the perfect 
harmony of the hull lines and in 
their relation to the sail plan. Un- 
doubtedly she was fortunate in be- 





















ing commanded for many years by 
Captain Woodget, a prime sea- 
man, who loved the ship and 


understood her every mood, and 
thus was able to get the very best 
out of her. 


Starting the model 

In starting a ship model, whether 
as a beginner or as an expert, it is 
necessary to prepare or procure a 
plan or a set of drawings illustrat- 
ing every feature of the ship which 
is intended to be included in the 
model. 
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First, study the lines plan. This 
will repay careful study. It con- 
sists of three separate drawings, 
the profile or sheer plan, the water- 
lines plan, and the body plan. 

The sheer plan gives the broad- 
side view of the vessel showing 
the amount of sheer or curvature 
in the deck line, and the outline 
of the stem and stern. The vertical

away from the side of the ship on 
the vertical lines in the body plan. 


The ‘tumble home’ 

In the waterlines plan the ver- 
tical lines show the positions at 
which the cross sections are taken; 
the horizontal lines show the posi- 
tions at which the buttock lines 
are taken, and the curved lines 
show the shape of the hull as seen 
from above if cut away on the 
horizontal lines in the profile. 

Only half of the hull is shown 
as the shape is the same on each 
side of the centre line. The inner- 
most line shows the shape at the 
lowest section where the hull is 
narrow, while the outermost line 
is the shape at the rail of the shi 

Some of the intermediate lines 
cross the outermost line towards 
the midship section, showing that 
at this point the hull is wider near 
the waterline than at the rail. The 
inward slope on each side from 
the waterline to the rail is known 
as the ‘tumble-home’ of the ship. 

This was very pronounced in the 
ships of Nelson’s day and earlier, 
but is almost non-existent at the 
present day, many modern shi 
having sides which are almost 
vertical —a feature which is known 
as being ‘wall-sided’. 

In the body plan the horizontal 
lines show the position at which 






























the waterlines are taken, the was taken aloft to 
vertical lines show the position at the top chs a 
which the buttock lines are taken Pe eanencontrey 
and the curved lines show the Wicksteed 
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shape of the hull at the various 
vertical cross sections. 

As a further help to the builder 
the outlines of the stem and stern 
are included in the lines plan. 

Quite aside from the hull, the 
deck fittings, rigging, mast and 
yards each form a subject in them- 
selves.

clearer and show both front 
and back detail to permit closer 
study of some of the things we'll 
be writing about on this occasion. 
With little exception all conver- 
tion was done through the use of 
plastic sheet or plastic putty. But 
the R.F.C. pilot’s ‘puttees’ were 
made of simple Kleenex tissue, and 
his combat trophy of a strip of 
German polygon originated froma 
khaki, linen handkerchief. 


Staying with the World War I 
pilot, let’s consider how his cloth- 
ing was arrived at. The breeches 
were built up in plastic putty on a 
base of Historex Dragoon legs, 
suitably doctored to bring out the 
calves for the later application of 
puttees, left to thoroughly harden, 
then filed and papered to a finish 
using a fine ratstail file to work in 
folds and creases. Seams were 
added with stretched sprue, going 
from the waist, down the outer 
edges of the wings and passing 
over the knees to a finishing point 


As these photographs indicate, much 
can be done through final painting to 
bring about convincing folds in cloth- 
ing. But to firstly impress them in the 
plastic is of considerable value. 


at the top of the shins, using fluid 
cement for the purpose. The tunic 
skirt is fabricated from two semi- 
circular pieces of .05” plastic sheet. 
The right side was applied first by 
attaching the shorter of the curved 
edges at a point approximately one 
eighth beyond vertical centre of the 
front of the tunic and taking it 
around the waist to finish, frac- 
tionally beyond centre, in the back. 
The left side of the skirt was of 
course a little more involved since 
it was intended to have it coming 
up, over an arm, the hand of which 
was, for impression, stuffed in a 
breeches pocket. I say ‘for impres- 
sion’ because this arm doesn’t 
actually have a hand. There was 
no need to include one since it 
would be unseen anyhow. So for 
the technique where this treatment 
is concerned, rather than getting 
bogged down with attempted writ- 
ten description, I'll refer you to 
Fig. 1 where it should become 
quite clear. The tunic on my R.F.C. 
officer is of the official, ‘mater- 
nity’ type which incorporated a 
plastron or, double front, button- 
ing over to the shoulder. Nonethe- 
less, should you wish to do a 
figure wearing a single breasted 
closure, the principle is the same 
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As we all know clothing which 
is worn frequently tends to start 


showing a lot of wrinkles and 
stretches and it’s to be concluded 
that working soldiers subjected 
particular gear to almost everyday 
use. With this in mind I make the 
practice of applying a little of this 
wear and tear to uniforms that I 
think would show it, both to the 
raw plastic sheet and in the final 
painting. After cutting out the 
skirt pieces and before applying 
them to the figure, I go over them 
with a small, ball-ended dental 
tool and work in some effective 
folds emanating from the points of 
‘pull’: as for example the position 
of the buttons. This sort of thing 
becomes particularly obvious when 
the posture is similar to that of 
the R.F.C. pilot and when the 
‘cloth’ is being definitely pulled in 
a given direction. Again this point 
should be clear to you between the 
photograph and Fig. 2. I speak of 
a small, ball-ended dental tool and 
you'd be perfectly justified to ask, 














“What the devil’s a small, ball- 
ended, etc.?” 
Well as I’ve explained before 


through the pages of another 
M.A.P. publication, dental tools 
are hard to beat when it comes to

modelling on a small scale and all 
i is a bit of cheek to hit 
as I’ve made a prac- 
tice of doing, for a few of his 
carded instruments. If you are able 
to collect some you'll quickly 
understand what I mean, However 
don’t be downhearted because a 








good, suitable tool can be fabri- 
cated from a piece of hardwood 
whittled to a point and then roun- 
ded off or, if you wish to spend 
the money, buy a narrow-ended, 
sculpting tool because it will serve 
exceptionally well. Finally those 
little balls which can be found 
around the cloth edge of an um- 
brella, attached to the ribs, can be 
ed by cutting off a length, 
sinking the cut end into a piece 
of hardwood for a handle and 
you'll have a particularly useful 
instrument for this and other jobs. 

Let’s now switch our attention 
to the German pilot’s leather coat 
and the Frenchman’s trench coat. 
These were, in effect, ‘tailored’ in 
much the same manner as an 
actual garment would be in that 
three parts are cut from .010” plas- 
tic sheet: the back section and two 
sides for the front, From the back 
I cut semi-circles for the neck and 
both arms and from the front units 
I cut similar semi-circles for the 
arms. See Fig. 3. At this stage I 
work over the insides of all three 
pieces with the rounded end of the 
handle of a small file which causes 
the edges to roll up and start to 
wrap around. Rubbing a little 
harder into the chest area of the 
front pieces will give the coat a 
convincing appearance when it’s 
finally attached to the figure. Other 
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folds and creases can be applied 
at this time, for example vertical 
folds to impart the open, floppy 
look which a_ well-used leather 
coat should have. These folds can 
be further impressed by pressing 
the plastic together between the 
fingers and opening it out again. 
Before I affix these coat parts to 
the figure I paint to a complete 
finish all uniform detail to be seen 
under the overcoat and also colour 
the insides of the front sections. 
As much as you need to further 
progress with delicate handling, by 
doing this pre-painting you don’t 
have to try to get the point of 
your brush into almost inaccessible 
places afterwards and a much 
neater job results. 

The first part to be joined with 
the figure is the back and, if you’ve 
prepared it correctly, it should fit 
in the proper places with the flaps 
between the neck and arm cutouts 
coming over the shoulders to the 
approximate half way point. I 
always allow for a little extra 
material, then trim it on the seam 
lines on the shoulders and down 
the sides after cementing. The next 
step is to apply the individual 
front pieces and the drill is pretty 
much the same as with the back. 
Firstly I try these inst the figure 
and see if they ‘hang’ correctly

and how the edges meet up. The 
idea is to make the shoulder parts 
butt up nicely on the seam lines 
established by the back. To do this, 
pencil mark ‘extensions’ of those 
seam lines to be seen when you 
overlap with the front part. Now 
draw a pencil line across the plas- 
tic which overlaps from one pre- 
vious mark to the other, trim, and 
when you refit it the two edges 
should meet cleanly on the shoul- 
ders. Carry on and do the same 
thing with the sides and cement 
into position. Arms for a heavy- 
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Firm but soft surface is used. 


weight coat will not come out of 
a Historex kit so you will have to 
up your own from sprue of 
a suitable thickness. This is a rela- 
tively easy operation executed by 
wedging at the elbows and bend- 
ing to the position you want, wedge 
shaping the top of the arm to fit 
against the body then, working in 
the necessary folds and creases 
with a small knife and ratstail files. 
Seams down the back, where the 
arms join the shoulders and down 
the back of the sleeves can be 
effected with the aid of stretched

sprue. The collar is a broad, semi- 
circular piece cut from .020” sheet 
if it is intended to be furred and 
folded as illustrated in Fig. 3. 
When the collar is cemented 
around the neck I apply the heat 
of a pointed, miniature soldering 
iron and ‘rough it up’ for the 
appearance of fur. While this is 
being done the plastic will soften 
sufficiently to make the collar settle 
down across the shoulders and 
‘sit’ correctly. Bulged pockets are

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by flaps. The French aviator’s 
trench coat was roughly cut, if 
you'll accept that description, from 
.05” card, vertically impressed with 
folds then pressed tightly between 
the fingers to squeeze it all up 
together, cemented in a number of 
places and left to dry. Following 
this I bent the whole thing double 
and steamed it to stay put, then 
cut it apart on the bend. One piece 
was attached to the bent arm from 
behind and the other, made to 
meet it, from the front side. To 
make it look like a coat folded 
over the arm I made independent 
collar, sleeves, pockets and belt and 
fitted them in in the fashion that 
the photographs illustrate. Buttons 
are simply slices of stretched sprue. 


This time around has been some- 
thing of a challenge in that space 
just doesn’t allow the depth of des- 
cription that scratch-built plastic 
clothing demands. Nonetheless I 
hope that between the words, the 
sketches and the photographs you'll 
get a reasonable grasp of a tech- 
nique which does require a bit of 
individual imagination. But if 
what’s been said and illustrated in 
this segment of the series serves 
as a mental springboard, neither 
my time or yours has been wasted.

ANTIL- AIRCRAFT COMMAND 
(Black bow and arrow on scarlet 
background.) Originally worn only 
by the staff of A.A. Command 
H.Q., in 1943 this badge was adop- 
ted by all formations of Air 
Defence of Great Britain, A.D.G.B., 
including the Home Guard bat- 
teries. The badge, symbolic of 
defence against air attack, was 
based on the badge of the pre-war 
School of A.A. Defence at Biggin 
Hill, a kneeling archer aiming 
skywards. At the same time all 
previous insignia used by A.A, 
units were withdrawn 





Ist A.A. CORPS (Red Eagle and 
arrow on bright blue background.) 
This organisation covered the 
whole of Southern England and 
played a vital part in the defence 
of England. 
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A 5 cwt. F.W.D. truck with the well 


known Airborne insignia correctly 
placed on the left of the radiator.

Ist A.A. DIVISION (Black Heinkel 
pierced by red sword on light blue 
background with a black border.)

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KIT REVIEW WITH 
MANY TIPS BY 
Robert C. Jones 


ONG before a complete boxed 
kit of the P-39 Airacobra which 
is just on release in the USA from 
Monogram could be sent to us, 
the company was good enough to 
let us see the basic mouldings for 
this new 1/48th scale kit, and the 
completed model is the subject of 
the photographs shown here. 
Moulded in medium green plastic 
of the usual high quality associ- 
ated with Monogram products the 
surface detail on the numerous

component parts is excellent while 
the fit of these is, as usual, of the 
very finest. 

For the benefit of our readers 
we completed the model in the 
markings of The Panty Bandit 
code ‘QT’, serial 24558, a P-39L 
of the 93rd Fighter Squadron of 
the USAF in Tunisia, January 
1943. This is illustrated in Flying 
Review International, Vol. 20, 
Issue No. 9. 

The name and little Parrot figure 
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MONOGRAM AIRACOBRA 


were taken from the Stein Decals 
Sheet No. 2 (which also includes a 
wide variety of markings for vari- 
ous aircraft ranging from WWI 
Spads through to late war P-51’s 
and FW 190’s). The National in- 
signia is rather an unusual com- 
bination in that the fuselage 
markings consist of the star and 
bar with the red outer surround — 
Type 3 used from June 1943 to 
August 1943, but the upper port 
and lower starboard wing insignia 
is the earlier style white star on 
blue circle Type 2 — May 1942 to 
June 1943 — it seems that this 
combination of the two styles on 
one machine was retained because 
the earlier marking did, at a 
glance, bear a strong resemblance 
to the RAF roundels as seen on 
other aircraft flying with the 
Desert Air Forces, the fuselage 
roundel at one time was also Type 
2 as may be seen by the fact that 
the extended ‘bars’ were painted 
over the original white code letters 
‘QT’. The bars were added as 
from June 29th 1943 on all US 
National insignia. The Authen- 
ticals Sheet No. 6 from which 
these insignia were taken is avail- 
able from Modeltoys, 246 Kings- 
ton Road, Portsmouth, Hants, 
price 10/— per set, which is one of 
the best buys of any model air-

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craft decals as the set covers all 
US National insignia from May 
1917 to date with each and every 
colour and size combination that 
was used). The serial is from odd 
bits and pieces of old kit decals. 
The markings on the model are 
completed by a } in. wide red 
stripe fore and aft across the 
underside of each wing, this is 
positioned so that the inside edge 
of the bar just touches the in- 
board flap hinge line. 

The colouring of the aircraft is 
Humbrol USAF Olive Drab upper 
surfaces with Neutral Grey under- 
sides, the spinner is also Olive 
Drab. Black propellor blades have 
the standard 4 in. yellow tips. 

The area inside the nose cannon 
bay is painted medium green— 
Humbrol Italian Air Force paint 
colour H.L.1 Mottle Green which 
is a very near match to the war- 
time USAF protective paint Zinc 
Chromate. The bright yellow-green 
colour was darkened by mixing 
with the upper surface Olive Drab 
camouflage paint, and the same 
colour was also used for the in- 
sides of the pilot’s cockpit on the 
walls and headrest. The cannon 
breech block and ammo boxes are 
similarly painted Mottle Green 
and then lightly flicked, using the 
‘dry brush’ principle (see the 
Panther tank feature in Issue No. 
3 for details) with Humbrol Gun- 
metal — this will then bring the 
surface detail into sharper relief 
giving the impression of wear and 
tear, etc. The cannon barrel which 
protrudes through the spinner can 
also be highlighted by painting it 


matt black overall ensuring that 
this gets down into the slight in- 
dentations on the moulding, when 
dry give the whole gun a ‘dry 
brush’ coat of Gunmetal. This will 
pick out the surface detail to a 
fine degree. 

The engine block, visible when 
the two removable side panels are 
taken out from around the star- 
board side exhaust stubs should 
also be painted grimy black, mix- 
ing Gunmetal and Matt Black to 
obtain a duty oily appearance. 
The cockpit interior detailing is 
moulded integrally with the fuse- 
lage halves and this does look 
quite effective when painted, how- 
ever, we built up some of the pre- 
moulded consoles and instrument 
boxes with Plastikard to make 
them stand more proud from the 
fuselage sides and used Matt 
Black to pick these out. Various 
touches of Silver, Red, Yellow, 
may be applied to the levers and 
throttle knobs to highlight these 
parts. If done carefully the result 
is most realistic. Do not forget to 
give the floor and the prop. shaft 
which passes between the pilots 
legs a scuffed and worn appear- 
ance — this again is done by mix- 





This view shows the ‘solid’ engine 
cover, nose and door panels which are 
moulded integrally with the main fuse- 
lage component. For super detailing, 
one may cut away and re-cement the 
ailerons, elevators and under wing flaps 
in the open position and the starboard 
door window could be omitted to ex- 
pose the interior gun sight and other 
detail — as provided with the kit. Also 
just visible in this view is the clear 
plastic rod that supports the model on 
its three wheeled undercarriage. 


ing Gunmetal and Silver with the 
Mottle Green base colour, ‘dry 
brushing’ being the easiest and 
most realistic looking method of 
doing this. 

The pilot's seat may be Olive 
Drab, Black or Mottle Green — 
don’t forget to paint the pilot's 
seat harness in Khaki Drill, Tan 
or Olive Green to represent the 
canvas original. The bulkhead into 
which the armour glass fits— which 
goes immediately behind the pilot’s 
seat may also be painted either 
Mottle Green or Black. The area 
under the rear canopy glazing 
matches the external Olive Drab 
camouflage colour. The radio gear 
usually fitted here is painted Matt 
Black. 

Insides of the nose and main 
wheel doors are either Yellow- 
Green Zinc Chromate or Mottle 
Green as are the inside of the 
wheels wells. 

The kit includes a clear plastic 
support rod that fits under the 
wing/fuselage centre section which 
enables the model to stand on its 
tricycle undercarriage, but this is 
best discarded as it is fractionally 
short and the model can be made 
to stand four square by adding 
suitable weight inside the nose — 
there being adequate room for 
this despite the exposed cannon 
detail, etc. 

The model illustrated is a P-39N; 
but the kit is comprehensive and 
includes parts for making the kit 
into a fighter, fighter-bomber and 
ground attack version totalling 
four different versions — we noticed 
that the moulds do include op- 
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tional six or twelve port exhaust 
stubs — the latter being used on 
the P-39D’s. However, numerically 
speaking the largest single version 
of the P-39 to be produced was 
the P-39Q, these being fitted with 
underwing machine gun pods — as 
are represented in the 1/72 scale 
Airfix and Revell kits. 

One could easily make these up 
from scrap Plastikard should one 
wish to convert the kit to this 
particular variant.

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HIS CAR is the result of 

gradual evolution in modifica- 
tion of the pre-war 44-litre Bentley 
Before and after the war, 
t-litre Bentley was raced in 
both sports saloon and open for 
its most conspicuous successes 
being in the 1936 Tourist Trophy 
race and the 1949 and 1950 Le 
Mans 24 hour races. 

In 1965, the original saloon body 
was replaced by a two-seater sports 
body, with a tail similar to the 
present one. The car performed 
very well, but on club circuits, the 
top speed was limited by the 
maximum crankshaft speed (4,500 
r.p.m.). The car was fitted with a 
4.1:1 rear axle ratio combined with 
a 1:1 top gear, whereas the later 
overdrive cars had a 4.3:1 rear 
axle ratio combined with a 0.85:1 
top gear.

the car left the road whilst avoid- 
ing a wandering car being raced 
by an inexperienced driver. The 
rear part of the chassis was badly 
damaged, but fortunately the front 
part of the car, the engine and the 
gearbox, were undamaged. It was 
necessary to replace the rear part 
of the chassis and this gave the 
chance of shortening the chassis to 
improve the roadholding. The 
wheelbase was reduced to 9 feet as 
this length suited the weight distri- 
bution. 

During rebuilding, the oppor- 
tunity was taken to reduce the 
weight of the car. The heavy 
dard petrol tank positioned behind 
the rear axle was replaced by a 
much smaller tank, and the battery 
was placed in the s left vacant. 
The original body was only slightly 
damaged but was no longer suit- 
able. The radiator was shortened 
by 5 inches, and so the original 
heavy bonnet had to be scrapped. 
A new body and bonnet were built 
into the chassis; the characteristic 
features being the cowling in front 
of the steering wheel and the 
absence of doors, 

The springs were softened so that 
they were flat under normal con- 
ditions at the front and reverse- 
cambered at the rear. The original 
eighteen inch wheels were rebuilt 
to sixteen inches, with 6.00 L x 16 
tyres on the front wheels and 
6.50 L x 16 tyres on the rear

omissions and some mistakes and 
several readers have written to 
correct these or to raise important 
points. Most important of the cor- 
rections is one by Donald Feather- 
stone. In Part Two of the series, 
the Army Tank Brigades were 
grouped together as being part of 
21st Army Group in north west 
Europe. In fact, as Mr Feather- 
stone has pointed out, the 21st and 
25th Tank Brigades went to North 
Africa in 1943 to take part in the 
Tunisian campaign, later moving 
to Italy where the 25th smashed 
the Adolf Hitler Line. Both bri- 
gades played an active part in the 
fighting for the Gothic Line in the 
autumn of 1944, 

_One reader mentioned that from 
his own experience in the Western 
Desert he believed insignia were 
usually painted out when in for- 
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ward areas, but when the units were 
withdrawn to the rear the signs 
were mostly repainted. Another 
reader thought the insignia were 
deliberately varied to confuse the 
enemy. As there are no records of 
this, perhaps this is the major cause 
of present day confusion! The 
same reader also pointed out that 
the background colours of the 
insignia were often changed. He 
says: I believe that the signs on 
tanks were painted to suit the 
camouflage of the theatre it was 
fighting in. To illustrate this I can 
say that in the book “The Tanks” 
by Captain Liddell Hart there is a 
photograph of a Matilda of the Ist 
Armoured Division with the divi- 
sional emblem in black on a white 
background. This was in France in 
1940. In North Africa the emblem 
became a white rhino on a black 





oval. Therefore it can be seen that 
on dark camouflage the sign was 
light in colour whilst on light 
camouflage it was dark. This is an 
important point that should have 
been mentioned in the series: it 
should always be borne in mind 
when painting models. 

An omission in the squadron 
markings mentioned in Part Two 
was the diamond emblem painted 
on the vehicles of the H.Q. Squad- 
rons. Also omitted was mention 
of the H.Q. Fighting Troops, of 
which each Squadron had one. 
Usualiy these troops consisted of 
the tanks of the Squadron Leader 
and his 2 i/c, together with one or 
two support tanks.

Les Bouts describes his inexpensive method using Mod-Roc 


START with the 26 in. x 14 in. 
hardboard and edge with strip 
all round on the rough side using 
panel pins. Fit one strip of wood 
on the opposite side, an overall 
4 in. from the lower edge. This has 
completed the back board. 

The bas 26 in. X 13 in. with 
one long edge fitted with strip 
wood for attaching to back board 
(Photo 1), Cut 5 pieces of strip 
wood 4 in. long to support the 
display area. These are fitted ver- 
tically to base board just behind 
a line drawn 9in. from the rear 
and equally spaced, these may be 
nailed, but I used balsa glue.

This gives technical, 
historical description of this vehicle 
together with some magnificent photo- 
graphs and a coloured four-view of a 
Firefly’ tank; also photographs are in- 
cluded of Challenger, Cromwell and 
other similar developments of the Sher- 
man and 17 pdr gun unit 

Walter J. Spielburger writes about 
Tank Destroyers of the Wehrmacht 1934- 
1944, illustrating his text with many new 
photographs and lastly, in the armour 
section, Col. G. B. Jarrett, USAR (Rtd.) 
and R. P. Hunnicutt, commence the first 
in a series of articles on The German 
Eighty-Eight Part |.

this article must surely rate among

are a medium tan colour which 
looks very much like the wood 
finish used on the original vessel. 

Painting instructions are also in- 
cluded on the instructions and 
there are many perspective and 
scrap views of the various sub- 
assemblies all of which make the 
assembly of the kit a real pleasure 

absolutely nothing is left in 
doubt. The other very welcome 
innovation is that all the ‘Gold- 
leaf’ trim together with the plim- 
soll marks are provided in transfer 
form, the golden colour for the 
filigree trim and also that of the 
nameplate look most realistic when 
applied to the painted model- 
these decals faithfully reproduce 
all the scrolls and twists of the 
original trim and we welcome this 
very clever addition to such ship 
kits as this one. 

Sails are pre-moulded in white 
plastic with realistic billows and 
sail cloth surface detail. The rig- 
ging is also very cleverly thought 


out as all ratlines are provided as 
moulded parts, albeit very fine and 
cleanly pressed and only the main 
lines need to be added using the 
various threads provided. 

Certainly this kit goes a long 
way to simplifying the modelling 
of this famous ship and we know 
of many relatives and friends of 
modellers who are hoping that they 
may be the lucky recipients of a 
completed, made up model for 
Christmas—in that respect it would 
make an ideal present for Aunt or 
Uncle, and of course being so 
straightforward a kit it also makes 
a good stocking filler for a younger 
member of the family in kit form. 
Straight from the box production 
produces a delightful model and 
we know of several shipping ex- 
perts who are using the kit as a 
basis for display exhibits. Price is 
£2. 





AIRFIX also celebrate the cen- 
tenary of the Cutty Sark with a 
1/144th scale model of the famous 
tea clipper. 

The model is up to the usual 
high Airfix standard, with clear in- 
structions, but the Mast assembly 
details are rather closely printed 
and it is quite easy to lose your 
place! Care is needed. This also 
applies to the rigging, which is not 
always clear on the diagram. 

The model has a fair amount of 
detail on it, such as pumps, cap- 
stan, compass, wheel and wheel- 
house. A choice of covered or 
open lifeboats with oars is offered, 
which adds a ‘bit of life’ to the 
model, which is 20 inches long 
overall. There are 220 pieces in 
this kit. which sells at 21/6d., and 
provides absorbing assembly time 
of at least 15 hours! 

As the photographs show, the 
model has well produced sails and 
a mounting cradle complete with 
title plate for display purposes.

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history of the pilot and his aero- 
plane. The only criticism we would 
offer in regard to this is that 
although one is advised that on 
RAF machines Pattern ‘A’ or ‘B’ 
was used, there are no drawings 
for either the RAF camouflage 
pattern or the Luftwaffe splinter 
styles . . . however, acknowledge- 
ment is made by Almarks to 
Aircam Publications (their book 
on ‘The Battle of Britain’, price 
21/-, being a useful reference 
source) and Francis K. Mason 
(and his superb book ‘Battle Over 
Britain’ as reviewed in SM Issue 
No. 3), either of which are useful 
for further details of each aircraft 
. . . however, as we were saying, 
the instruction sheet is included in 
each set, thus by purchasing just 
one set, one does automatically 
also have an indication as to what 
the remaining sets consist of. 

One peculiarity was noticed in 
that when comparing S/Ldr. 
Gleed’s markings on the decals 
sheet, one sees that the code letter 
‘A’ is a different style to that

Kits for decals 

Apart from this slightly con- 
fused feature, the remainder 
of the sets are up to the usual 
Almark — standards, each item 
being near flat matt and adhesion 
is excellent. One cannot help re- 
marking, though, what a great pity 
it is that even today we still do 
not have a really accurate kit of 
the Hurricane, Spitfire or 109E to 
which these decals can do justice, 
as all the presently available kits 
lack many refinements or suffer 
inaccuracies that are somewhat 
difficult to overcome. However, the 
Hurricane Mk.I can be converted 
from the Airfix or Frog offerings, 
while for the 109E we still have to 
use that rather older kit as pro- 
duced by Revell which suffers 
from an inaccurate canopy. Price 
per set of ‘Battle of Britain’ decals 
is 5/9d. each, and readers are asked 
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to note the price increases now 
applicable to ALL ALMARK 
decals, as follows :

sure decals will sound the death- 
knell of waterslide transfers’ by 
pointing out that although, as 
claimed by their manufacturer, 
they do adhere firmly and do, 
when correctly applied, appear to 
be ‘almost part of the paintwork’, 
one must ensure that the decal is 
placed exactly where one wants it, 
as once pressure is applied then it 
proves impossible to adjust or 
similarly move the marking over 
the surface of the model, a very 
noticeable advantage one has if 
using waterslide transfers.

New line in Cardboard 
Modelling 


As a cardboard butcher of long 
standing I fall for anything 
new in this line (states Geoffrey 
Deason) and the moment I saw the 
Harris Edge Showcase series in the 
shops, I felt that the Showmans’ 
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Engine was a ‘must’. It it wasn’t 
quite my cup of tea, I thought, it 
would do for a small grandson’s 
Xmas present. Or that’s what I 
told my wife! But it didn’t work 
out that wa 

Let there be no mistake about 
these models. They are no ‘snip- 
and-stick-it’ toys to be given to 
Junior on a wet afternoon, unless 
you want to add to a burden of an 
already overworked Child Psych 
atric Department. Not that their 
construction is inherently difficult, 
given application, neat fingers, a 
supply of really sharp modelling 
blades and a feeling for the sub- 
ject. | worked on mine for roughly 
two hours a night for three weeks, 
and I have to own up that the re- 
sulting model is most attractive, and 
fully justifies its ‘Showcase’ title. If 
up to now you have rather des- 
pised card modelling, try one of 
these, and I wager it will bring out 
the artist in you in the first hour! 

There is nothing very new about 
the method of building, and there 
one or two points that I 
didn’t entirely like . . . This last 
sentence, I realise, contains a cer- 
tain unconscious humour, for ex- 
tensive use is made of ‘tooth-edge 
tabs’ for glueing curved and cylin- 
drical parts to flat surfaces, and by 
the time I had cut 112 of these on 
the ends of the boiler barrel alone 
(224 precision cuts) I was feeling 
as unamused as Queen Victoria! 
Working on the ‘belt as well as 
braces’ principle I added some 
stout card formers at each end of 
the barrel for good measure, but 
apart from this and one or two 
other minor variations. the model 
was built strictly to the book. 

An excellent feature is the print- 
ing of the coloured parts on good- 
quality card with a dark grey re-

verse surface, which obviates paint- 
ing. All that is required is a felt 
pen run over the cut edges and 
score-lines, which simple treat- 
ment makes an astonishing differ- 
ence to the finished parts. 

There are one or two ambigui- 
ties in the otherwise clear instruc- 
tion sheet, but nothing that com- 
mon sense and the excellent ex- 
ploded drawing won't iron out. 
The colour printing tends to over- 
lap the black cutting lines, which 
calls for good lighting and sharp 
eyesight when working on the dark 
maroon or grey parts, and I should 
have liked to see some body parts 
and the hind wheel “T’ rings pro- 
duced on heavier grade card. Nor 
did I care for the method of wheel- 
building, which is always the crux 
of card traction-engine construc- 
tion. In my view the hind wheels 
t must be jig-built, even if 
s merely a floor-polish tin 
with a nail in the middle. In this 
case the wheels are built up, spokes 
first, on the fragile, part-built en- 
gine, which reduced me to gibber- 
ing . . . so much so that I made a 
lash-up jig for the second hind 
wheel, and got on a lot better. 

However, the finished model is 
adequately strong for its purpose, 
which is, after all, a showcase 
model. There is a mass of detail, 
down to bucket and firing irons. 
and no doubt keen modellers will 
add further embellishments. One 
fairly obvious addition would be 
treads on the hind wheels, from 
the ample supply of grey card off- 
cuts. As a born meddler with other 
folks’ ideas, I confess I first thought 
of motorising mine, as all my pre- 
vious scratch-built engines have 








been, This would have called for 
quite a bit of stiffening up and 
modification to parts, and on the 
whole I think the model as pre- 
sented offers quite enough scope 
for the creative urge, and the 
finished product makes the modest 
price of 9/1ld. seem very good 
value for money. 

As a warning postscript, it would 
seem an obvious course to finish 
such a model with a coat of clear 
varnish, but it might first be ad- 
visable to try out a small patch on 
a flat panel somewhere out of 
sight, to check that buckling does 
not occur to mar your handiwork.

Taking the Mustang first: It is 
well moulded, finely detailed and 
parts fit together very well, how- 
ever we would have preferred an 
optional ‘open’ or ‘closed’ canopy 
rather than the gimmicky ‘work- 
ing’ one included in the kit, as 
apart from the hinges for the cock- 
pit top which are moulded into the 
windscreen and rear canopy win- 
dows thereby scarring same, the 
whole unit is so weak that having 
operated the canopy opening twice 
the hinges snapped off! 

It is the nose section that com- 
pletely spoils the accuracy of this 
model — the frontal chin intake 
slot being most peculiarly shaped 
and gives the impression as having 
been added as an afterthought, this 
fault combined with the incorrect 
line of the cowling top and bottom 
throws the whole nose area out of 
scale. Other more obvious faults 
are: complete omission of under- 
wing bomb or drop tank racks, a 
racing type propellor and too 
sharply tapered and pointed spin- 
ner, and the larger of the two 
outlet gills below the rear fuselage 
is also omitted as is the landing 
light in the wing. The wheels look 
as if they were taken from a Drag 
Racer and likewise the tyres would 
do credit to a slot-car model . . . 





This view shows particularly clearly the 
inaccurate outline of the rudder on the 
Revell 1/32nd P-47, also the overlong 
undercarriage (moulded in the in-flight 
unloaded position). Compare 
side view drawing made up from ori 
nal P-47 manuals and technical/dimen- 
sional drawings. 








the decals (4th Fighter Group 
Shangri-La) are similarly incorrect 
compare them for example with 
photographs in ‘Profile Publica- 
tions’ or ‘Aircam’ books and one 
will observe that the Fighting 
Cock motif is incorrectly shaped 
and lacks detail while the codes 
are too thick and the National 
insignia out of proportion. 

The Thunderbolt P-47D is not 
quite so bad—not so many errors 
but those that are apparent include 
completely inaccurate and under- 
sized rudder, the rear sliding area 
of thé cockpit canopy is too short 
and wrongly shaped, and the shape 
of the cowling also leaves much 
to be desired. (These details sug- 
gest that the Wylam plan was used). 
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That a company such as Revell 
should emulate the slots between 
the very noticeable cooling gills on 
the rear cowling by simply show- 
ing them as lines of Clydeside rivet 
heads is beyond all understanding. 
The undercarriage is not only too 
long but also the wheels are too 
thin and the hub-plate should be 
absolutely flat not dished. The 
gimmicks on this kit are restricted 
to the sliding canopy—which apart 
from being wrongly shaped does 
operate smoothly and on each side 
of the cowling one is provided with 
a removable panel exposing part 
of the very nicely detailed engine. 
If Revell had wished to provide 
access to the engine detail they 
could at least have followed the 
relevant panels as on the actual 
aircraft. 

Decals are also rather meagre 
and the colour of the national in- 
signia is too light. 

A very good friend of the re- 
viewer flew P-47Ds when with the 
86th Fighter Group (kit decals 
being for the markings of this 
unit) and his reaction when he pur- 
chased this kit was distinctly 
unfavourable however, we 
have a specialist on P-47s working 
up an article/feature for Scale 
Models on how to improve the 
accuracy. 


Preview of our review subject for next 
month — the Tamiya Tiger with full in- 
terior detail, torsion bar suspension and 
a host of new features which earn it 
our crown for ‘kit of the year’. 
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The worn and weathered appearance of 
the Jagdpanther was obtained as des- 
cribed in the article on the Panther V 
in Issue No. 3, the wire ropes also be- 
ing produced as described in that 
feature. Gaps in the armour skirts were 
quite common. Battle ‘damage’ was 
added by using a heated nail although 
care must be taken when doing this 
to prevent one actually making a ‘shell 
hole’ unless, of course’ this is what 
one requires! Mud and dirt are applied 





using the dry-brush principle with 
Humbrol Dark Earth, Tan and Sand 
paint. Wireless ‘aerial’ is heated, 


stretched sprue. 


In such a large scale there is 
little that one can do to correct 
the faults without considerable re- 
working, as being 1/32 scale one 
cannot rob one’s spares box or 
other kits for replacement parts as 
none exist. Dare we suggest that 
with their forthcoming kit of the 
Ju.87B they let someone who 
really knows the aircraft and who 
would be willing and able to check 
their drawing have a sight of same, 
as the errors on the Mustang and 
Thunderbolt could have been 
avoided by simply referring to 
photographs. One wag suggested 
that Revell did indeed make use 
of the Tallmantz Movieland Mus- 
tang for reference—but forgot to 
differentiate between their Mantz 
racing Mustang and the original 
military versions — certainly the 
model if painted in civilian mark- 
ings, etc., with racing numbers 
added does bear a strong similarity 
to many P-51Bs seen racing in the 
US.A.! 

Latest addition to the range of

TAMIYA and distributed by 
Richard Kohnstam Ltd. is the 
Jagdpanzer Jagdpanther V  anti- 


tank tank, available either as a 
motorised kit at 45/-d. or with the 
remote control unit at 59/11d. 

Moulded in the now familiar 
tan coloured polystyrene, the 
quality and accuracy of the numer- 
ous component parts are of the 
highest standards. The bogeys and 
drive wheels, together with the 
track, are common to those pro- 
vided in the kit of the Panther V 
(see Issue No. 3) and must surely 
be among the most realistic pro- 
vided with any of today’s armour 
kits. 

Assembly is quite straightfor- 
ward, with no filling or filing being 





necessary, and the very detailed 
instruction sheet, written in 
English, provides an_ excellent 








guide for making and finishing the 
model—we particularly like the 
way that TAMIYA now include as 
part of the instructions, photo- 
graphs of the actual vehicle; this 
often provides further ideas for 
adding extra stores etc. to the ex- 
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terior of the hull, or even in some 
cases suggests suitable diorama 
layouts. 

The Jagdpanther was considered 
by many to be the ultimate in 
anti-tank tank design and the com- 
bination of the famous ‘88’ gun, 
with a low silhouette hull upon 
which the front glacier plate was 
angled at 35 degrees, made it a
